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$30,000,000 Bus Merger 
Consummated in Chicago

HICAGO, MAY 20.—Four leading bus systems were 


merged into a $30,000,000 transit corporation in Chi- 
cago last week. The lines, which stretch from coast to 
coast, have been amalgamated for central control and man- 
agement for the purpose of unifying long distance motor 
transportation operations. More than 


will be operated in the unified nation-wide system. 

W. E. Travis, chairman of the¢- 
board of the Motor Transit Cor-| 
poration of Chicago, announces that 
the new arrangement will affiliate| 
in ownership and operation direc- 
tion, the Motor Transit Corporation, 
the Pickwick Corporation and the 
Southern Pacific. 

Two new corporations for man- 
agement and operation have been 
formed, the Pacific Transportation 
Securities, Inc., which will own 
the Pacific Coast operations, and 
the Pickwick-Greyhound Corpora- 


tion, which will have control of 
the Pickwick and Yelloway Sys- 
tems. The Greyhound lines, 
wholly owned by the Motor Tran- 
sit Corporation, will continue un- 
disturbed by the merger. 

The Pacific Transportation Se- 
| curities, Inc., will be jointly owned 
by Motor Transit, Pickwick and the 
Southern Pacific It will include 
the operations in Oregon and Cali-

HICAGO, May 20.—Registra- 
tions of new trucks in Cook 
county for April ,this year were 
65.5 per cent. in excess of the 
corresponding month last year. 
However, there was a slight de- 
cline from March, 1929. Total 
figures were 1,051 for last month, 
635 for April, 1928, and 1,195 for 
March this year. As compared

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QUEBEC ISSUES NEW 


REGULATIONS ON ALL 
FOR HIRE TRUCKING 


Montreal, May 20.—Regulations 
have been issued by the depart- 
ment of the provincial secretary 
for the operation of freight trucks 
over the roads of the Province of 
Quebec, in pursuance of an act 
passed at the last session of the 
legislature. Trucks operated by 
an owner for the purpose of his 
own business are not included in 
the scope of the _ regulations, 
which cover all freight motor ve- 
hicles operated for profit or hire. 
Operation of all such vehicles is 

prohibited unless the owner has 
first secured a special license which 
calls for the payment of subsequent 
based on the number of ton 
miles operated. One-fifth of a cent 
per ton mile traveled over or along 
any Class A highway in the 
province is chargeable, and one- 
sixth of a cent per ton mile for 
travel over Class B highways. In 
computing tonnage fhe full ated 
capacity of the truck is to be taken, 
regardless of the actual load

must be protected by public liability 
property insurance to the extent of 
$1,000 and personal injury insurance 
to the extent of $2,500 for injury 
done to any one person or $5,000 to 
all persons injured in any one acci- 
dent.

We have noted from time to time in The Automotive | 
Daily News attempts by other states to impose class taxation | 
on the chain store. The sole reason behind these attempts | 
seems to be that in some cases chain systems have been suc- 
cessful financially. All the average legislator has to get is 
an idea that an industry or commercial unit is making money 
and he immediately begins thinking how he can appropriate 
some of the results to his own ends. 

The fact that such legislation stands little chance of 
being permitted by the courts actually to be placed in 
operation has nothing to do with the matter. The real in- 
terest lies in the readiness of state Legislatures to impose 
class taxes and class imposts. And this is a matter from 
which the automotive industry is perhaps the worst suf- 
ferer among the industries of America.

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EYE®Y once in so often we hear 
some disgruntled gentleman 
lamenting the fact that there are 
certain wholesalers who don’t 
know what it’s all about, so we re- 
produce herewith the twelve func- 
tions and services of a wholesale 
distributor as handed down by 
Committee I at the National 
Wholesale Conference, recently 
held at Washington. Of course 
we don’t really suspect that there 
are any automotive wholesalers 
who don’t know why they are in 
business, but there may be some 
among us who would like to see 
the whole thing in print: 
1—There are certain fundamental 
functions and services of distribu- 
tion that must be performed in 
getting goods from producers to 
consumers. 
2.—The efficient independent 
wholesaler can perform the func- 
tions of distributing merchandise 
from the manufacturer to the re- 
tailer satisfactorily and economically 
for most merchandise, by the proper 
co-operation among the three es- 
sential parties of interest 
3—The great bulk of merchandise 
in the United States is distributed 
through the manufacturer-whole- 
saler-retailer system of distribution. 
This system is fundamentally sound 
because the groups can co-operate 
their special activities to comple- 
ment each other. 
| 4 ~—It is a primary function of the 
wholesaler to purchase goods in 
large quantities and to distribute in 
smaller quantities. Efficient whole- 
salers make careful studies to de- 
|termine the number of units that 
jcan be packed and carried most 
feconomically and advantageously 
|for distribution to retailers and also 
|to determine the units most advan- 
| tageous for consumers. 
5—The wholesaler 
llected as to quality, quantity and

}quired. In performing his functions 
|the wholesaler makes a substantial 
investment, which relieves the man- 
ufacturer, producer and retailer of 
a costly burden. 

6—The wholesaler necessarily ex- 
tends credit accommodations to re- 
|tailers. The manufacturer, or pro- 
|ducer, would have to carry this bur- 
den himself if the wholesaler did 
|not assume it. Proper scrutiny of 
credits to avoid unnecessary losses 
is more practicable in the smaller 
areas in which wholesalers operate 
{than in the wider area which manu- 
facturers must cover.

8—The wholesaler functions as a 
Sales-agent for the manufacturer 
and as a purchasing-agent for the 
retailer. As such, the sound inter- 
ests of both manufacturer and re- 
tailer must control these operations 
and be reconciled. 

9—Consumer demand and prefer- 
;ence is the ultimate controlling fac- 
tor in merchandising and, there- 
fore, producers, wholesalers and 
retailers should unite to study this 
subject. 

10—It is a function of the whole- 
saler to introduce desirable new 
merchandise, and advise and aid 
manufacturers in such matters. 

11—Warehousing at strategie 
points is essential to the proper 
rendering of service for the benefit 
of consumers. 

12—The wholesaler endeavors to 
find the most effective means of 
rendering essential service to the re 
tailer—not merely supplying. him 
with merchandise under acceptable 
conditions, but also by assisting him 
to sell goods, and in various ways 
helping him to establish his store 
as a permanent institution. The 
wholesaler exists wholly because of 
the economies he effects for others.

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Essay on Lifting Up a Man’s Chin 


Twenty years ago many of you Factory Owners 
walked through your own factories with a body- 
guard. 

Today you walk through those same factories 
with such a different spirit between you and your 
workers that it doesn’t seem possible such a tre- 
mendous change could have been made in two 
decades.
